But a third of all the senators 
and all the House members 
must go to the hustings and in- 
fluence people. And so, when 
the White House hands down the 
tablets of stone they read therm 


very carefully. Some go running | 


away uttering war whoops of 
opposition. Others flee like the 
gentle gazelle. But each meas- 
ures the law on the tablets of 
stone against what he thinks 
his state or congressional dis- 
trict will think about it when 
the electorate thereof goes to 
that little curtained booth to 
vote. 

Since Ike doesn’t run this 
year, the GOP candidates will 
be campaigning without his 
enormous prestige. Some of 
them already feel quite lonely 
and afraid. 

Whenever they read about the 
railroad shops letting off 641 
men in their district; about an 
obsolete mill closing; or learn 
the dismal intelligence that the 
farm implement business is off 
because farmers are waiting to 
see about prices, they get the 
political palsy and wake their 
spouses in the dead of night with 
nightmarish groans. 

They, like a lot of plain citi- 
zens, keep calling on Moses to 
come down off some handy 
Sinai with plans to restore 
boom times and still keep peace 
in Korea. And the Democrats— 
well, they are like the Tarbaby 
Uncle Remus told about.

“may be added as closer checks are made. 


It is reassuring that Fire Safety Com- 
‘missioner Zack Cravey has attached a 
-string to his hiring of two solons as 
_fire inspectors. They cannot work unless 
"they resign from the Assembly, Mr. Cra- 
‘vey says. 

*. To date there is no evidence that either 
«has resigned, however. One of them, Sen. 
A. S. Killingsworth of Fort Gaines, is 
“listed as having started work on Jan. 15. 
~The other, Rep. Arnold Parker of Baldwin, 
-4s slated to begin work on Feb. 15. 


Let it also be noted that Rep. John Lee 
‘.Phillips of Walton County, recently re- 
“ported as being the ninth legislator to be 
added to the staff of Commissioner Tom 
Linder, has decided not to take the job. 
He gave an illuminating reason: “I real- 
ized I could not devote full time to the 
duties connected with the post because I 
have a business to look after in Monroe.” 


What about the other eight? Do they 
have businesses, too? As legislators, can 
they serve the people and Mr. Linder, too? 
Who is their boss, the people or the 
commissioner of agriculture? 


The more we check, the more lawmak- 
ers drawing state salaries we find. It 
. would seem to be in order for those not 
on the payroll to get in line. Surely each 
of them can find some claim to a state job. 
If it’s fair for one, it should be fair for all. 


Then, too, there’s always the possibility 
that the Assembly could be turned into a 
huge employment bureau with each mem- 
ber being awarded state jobs on a basis 
of competition between departments for 
legislative favors, The greater the service, 
of course, the bigger the job. And the big- 
ger the ‘scramble for election to the 
Assembly. 


There’s no end to the possibilities and 
no end to the opportunities for corruption. 
The honor of representing the people fades 
into insignificance when we view thé open 
door to graft. 

Gov. Talmadge has frowned publicly 
upon this practice of hiring legislators for 
state jobs. As director of the budget, he 
also has the power to prevent it. He 
should exercise that power.

Nicolas Case Shows 


Problem of Bigness 


The story of the Nicolas baby from 
Brooklyn, the infant who almost died this 
week while his father sought medical aid, 
touched the heart of Atlanta and stirred 
in Atlantans a sympathetic and generous 
response. 

The incident also made us aware of the 
fact that we pay a penalty for bigness. 
When communities and community insti- 
tutions get big, things must be done 
through channels. When it’s in govern- 
ment, we call it red tape. Undoubtedly 
some of it can be cut out, but, when the 
institution is large only a standard pro- 
cedure can prevent chaos. 

As metropolitan Atlanta grew, it came 
to realize that certain areas in the state 
were using our city and Fulton County as 
a dumping ground for the sick and in- 
digent. Certain rules had to be drawn 
—rules in regard to residency of a definite 
length in order to qualify for welfare and 
medical aid. 

Atlanta’s hospitals always are open to 
accident emergencies, but generally they 
have a rule that a medical patient may be 
admitted only on a physician's request. It 
occurs to us that in the case of the Nicolas 
infant the doctor who attended the child 
in the first instance should have made that 
request. 

Even those who have the money to 
pay the bill have learned that admittance 
to a hospital is not as easy as registering 
for a hotel room. There are many ques- 
tions to answer, there are forms to fill in. 
Some call it red tape, but some call it SOP 
—standard operating procedure. 

It’s the penalty and the problem of a 
big operation. It becomes the object 
of criticism when human life is in the bal- 
ance. It calls for understanding. 

It also calls for a flexibility that will 
take care of extreme emergencies wheth- 
er the cause is accident or illness. Rules 
are rules, but certainly they should be 
subject to suspension when human life is 
at stake.

Sharper Farm Planning 


Is Needed in 1954 


Farm experts are advising producers 
to continue to be careful in the coming 
year if they expect to make money on 
their operations. This is particularly good 
advice in a period of declining prices and 
uncertainty about the future. 

Stephen J. Brannen, Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service economist, offers eight 
suggestions for 1954 that would be good 
for this or any other year. In fact that 
would apply to any business as well as to 
farms, to wit: 

“Evaluate your farm operations care- 
fully; keep good records; use land wisely 
and make your resources work hard; 
watch expenses closely but spend for eco- 
nomical production; watch new enter- 
prises carefully; maintain a productive 
balance among resources; take advantage 
of all assistance offered and make your 
wishes known.” 

That’s good advice whether the opera- 
tion is a mink farm or growing potatoes.

two-thirds of the South's farms are still dependent on mules. 


I am not one to rush blindly into any mule argument, 


but I 


remember stating distinctly last week in this space that four-legged 
power was fading rapidly from the Georgia scene and that same 
was being replaced by mechanical products from Detroit. 


Since the Agricultural gentle- 
man was addressing the Profes- 
sional Agricultural Workers Con- 
ference, the deduction possibly 
could be made that he knew what 
he was talking about. And if he 
knew what he was talking about 
and if Georgia were not. an ex- 
ception to the rest of the South, 
perhaps I would have to realign 
my thinking.

Now about these mules. 

The 1950 census report reveals 
50,705 farms reported no tractors,

horses or mules. This would indi- 
cate only manpower was tilling the 
soil in the instance of these rural 
endeavors. 


More than 42,500 farms reported 
possession of one horse or mule 
and no tractor. And 56,000 farms 
had two or more mules and no 
tractor. A rapid exercise in arith- 
metic leads to the conclusion 149,- 
000 Georgia farms in 1950 were 
without benefit of mechanization. 
That’s a good two-thirds. Yes, ,it 
is. 

Some of this lack of mechaniza- 
tion perhaps isn't tied up with 
mules. Take for instance the 50,- 
705 farms with no tractors, horses 
or mules. Most of them may be 
poultry farms or livestock farms. 
They wouldn't necessarily have to 
have tractors, horses, and mules. 
If we eliminate that number, we 
come down to the fact about 
100,000 farms had mules and 
horses-and no tractors. 

So... the man from the Agri- 
culture Department may not be 
exactly right in his two-thirds 
statement on mule power. But he’s 
mighty close. 

Anyway, as I said, I'm not one 
to get into any mule argument.

The way it’s told to me by friends in Washington, the case of 
every prisoner of war has been, or will be, gone over with a fine 
tooth comb and men will be punished or rewarded according to the 
way they handled themselves while in the camps. 


For the good ones there will be 
medals. For the bad, varying de- 
grees of disciplinary action. 

The military has been gathering 
this evidence ever since the first 
prisoners were returned. Each man 
has been questioned not only 
about his own actions, but about 
the actions of every man with 
whom he was closely associated 
while in the camp. Did he co- 
operate with the Communists in 
any way? Did he squeal on his 
prison mates? Did any action of 
his bring abuse and punishment 
down upon any other man? 

The military feels deeply that it 
owes an obligation to the men who 
bravely died in prison not to let 
the collaborators and the stool- 
pigeons go unpunished. There will 
be all degrees and shades of guilt. 
Men who ,suffered tortures before 
they decided, if they wanted to live, 
they would have to parrot the Red 
Party line, sign peace petitions, 
make radio talks, and so on, will 
not be looked upon in the same 
light as those who from the first 
crawled, wagging their tails, to 
the Communists. 

Some of them will have no rec- 
ord of collaboration at all, but will 
be disciplined for other unworthy 
acts.

So in the final sense, the 
man on trial will be tried and dis- 
ciplined not by the military, but by 
his own comrades.

One Saturday morn- 
ing his washwoman, a devout but 
unlearned woman, came to bring 
his laundry. She told him of her 
burdens and that she was going 
to hear him preach the next day. 
He realized that no person in the 
congregation would need help more 
than she. 

Reading over his sermon for the 
next day, he also realized that she 
would not be able to understand 
many of the words he would use. 
So he re-wrote his sermon just 
for her and it proved to be the 
most effective sermon he had ever 
preached. 

From then on, every sermon 
he wrote was for her and he 
made sure he would say it so 
she would understand and be 
helped. 

God had only one Son and He 
made Him a Preacher. Truly 
preaching is important. The people 
need to hear preaching and the 
preacher needs wisdom and inspir- 
ation that only God can give. 


In drafting the report the President's council of economic og 
was very frank about what it called ‘‘the current economic readjust- 


ment.”’ 


This, it said, seems likely to be brief and self-corrective, as 


our economy is basically strong. But we must not view it ‘‘with com- 


placency.”’ 


Therefore, we should take no chances.» A way to make 


sure we get into no trouble, now or in the future, is for Congress to en- 


act the President’s program. 

For the public at large the re- 
port is encouraging in its frank- 
ness. It is frank about our present 
economic situation, what  hap- 
pened and where we are today. 
But, above all, the report expounds 
a philosophy of government re- 
sponsibility to its citizens which 
will be welcome far and wide, 
though not to some ‘‘mossbacks,”’ 
as President Truman once called 
the breed, in Congress and outside: 

It implements the statement of 
this philosophy with a pledge that 
the administration ‘‘will not hesi- 
tate to use any or all’’ of the vari- 
ous weapons and measures at its 
disposal to maintain prosperity. 
Never were President Eisenhow- 
er’s two Democratic predecessors 
more emphatic about the use of 
government’s powers for the peo- 
ple, nor more eloquent, than this 
economic report to Congress. Ran- 
dom excerpts will demonstrate: 

“The demands of modern life 
and the unsettled status of the 
world require. a more important 
role for government than it played 
in earlier and quieter times. .. . 
To help build a floor over the pit 
of personal disaster, government 
must concern itself with the health, 
security and welfare of the individ- 
ual citizen. . . . Government must 
use its vast power to help main- 


tain employment and purchasing 


power as well as to maintain rea- 
sonably stable prices. ...’’ And so 
on. 


Incidentally, when Congress was 
writing the Full Employment Act 
of 1946, it refused to accept in the 
preamble language similar to that 
last sentence quoted. A majority 
guiped at such a strong commit- 
ment as too radical. It was the 
1946 act that set’ up the Council 
of Economic Advisers who coun- 
sel the President on economic con- 
ditions and policy and submit peri- 
odic reports to Congress, including 
the annual report. Today it ‘con- 
sists of Arthur F. Burns, chair- 
man; Neil H. Jacoby and Walter 
W. Stewart. 


In its story of what happened 


_ during the past year, the contrac- 


tion of our economy and its ef- 
fects, the report explains that it 
was important that the transition 
be carried through “without shock 
and that the readjustment be mod- 
erate and not cumulate’’ and then 
added, significantly: 

“The once fashionable theory 
that a sharp liquidation was good 
for the économy could not be 
trusted.””
